We believe, 
that the best lands that can

vestment. 

There is now no further west in the 
latitude of Iowa to allure’ farmers 
away, and the lands in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas will undoubtedly rise until 
they will pay as little interest on the 
investment as lands in Iowa. There 
is room for settlement in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas, and probably a large 
field in British Columbia, which will 
take our surplus population for some 
years to come. We believe that lands 


in northern Iowa have pretty nearly 
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reached their limit; or, more strictly 
speaking, we believe the advance will 
be slow for some time to come. A 
price of land that will yield a four per 


cent interest on the investment we 
would regard as a permanently safe 
one. In other words, we would meas- 


ure the value of the land by its capac- 
ity of yielding average returns for a 
period of years. This is the main thing 
in determining the value of land. It 
will not however, to overlook oth- 
er considerations; for example, the 
character of the neighborhood, social, 
educational and religious advantages, 
the character of the roads, and the fa- 
cilities by which it can be reached by 
railroad or mail. We can only glance 
at the main things which determine 
the price of land and whether it is 
worth the money asked or not,

SOY BEANS. 

We once more urge our Kansas and 
southern Nebraska correspondents to 
experiment with this 
to the extent of from one to five acres 
each. The more we study conditions 
in that section, the more we are 
isfied that in the years to come the 
soy bean will be on many farms the 
financial salvation of the farmer. We 
have been watching the soy bean busi- 
ness in Kansas for ten years. The 
dairy farmer and the swine grower 
especially are greatly in need of pro- 
tein or albuminoids to balance their 
cheap carbonaceous rations. Where 
a& man can grow clover successfully, 
or alfalfa, we do not recommend him 
to bother with soy beans, but where 


soy beans year 


salt- 


he can grow neither of these, then the | 


soy bean will be to him in a few years 
a necessity. In the first place we ad- 
vise him to write to the Agricultural 
College, Manhattan, Kansas, 
cure their Bulletin No. 92, just issued. 
This will give him the latest up-to- 
date information. The soy bean is es- 
pecially adapted to Kansas for vari- 
ous reasons. It will stand drouth as 
well as Kaffir or sorghum, it is not 
touched by chinch bugs, it is a richer 
feed than linseed meal, and it enriches 
the soil in the same way as alfalfa 
and clover. 

If the farmer is in the stock busi- 
ness and wishes to feed dairy cattle. 
shoats, lambs, or young 
needs this flesh former. He must 
either raise it or buy it or lose a large 
per cent of his carbonaceous feeds, 
and of the three the last is the larg- 
est, the second next, and growing it 
himself is the cheapest. For the sake 


of those who will not send for the 
bulletin, we condense its main 
features. 


First, do not plant until the ground 
becomes warm and the danger of 
severe frost is over. Plant as soon as 
you are done planting corn, in rows 
from 32 to 42 inches apart with single 
beans dropped from one to two inches 
apart in the rows. It takes about a 
half bushel of seed per acre. Get 
your ground in first-class order and 
harrow it thoroughly before you plant 
the beans. Plant shallow with a grain 


drill or corn drill. At the College 
they use an eleven hole grain drill, 
stopping all the holes but the two 
outside ones and the middle one. This 


puts the beans in rows 30 inches apart. 
Cultivate the same as for corn, using 
a two-horse cultivator with smal! 
shovels, and take care not to ridge 
the ground. Keep tke ground free 
from weeds and grass and secure a 
good earth mulch. Harvest when the 
pods turn brown and the beans are 
not fully ripe; otherwise, you will lose 
heavily by shattering. The only sat-

isfactory way the Station has found 
for harvesting the crop is to cut the 
plants off just below the ground and 
rake into windrows with a horse rake. 
When not over ten acres are grown, 
remove the shovels from a two-horse 
cultivator and bolt to tHe inner 
shank of each beam a horizontal knife 
about 18 inches long, the knife set out 
from the cultivator and sloping back 
from point of attachment to point of 
knife so as not to clog. Any black- 
smith can make these knives. This 
cuts two rows at a time. As soon as 
cut, the beans should be raked into 
windrows and immediately cocked, 
and left to cure in the cocks. The 
thrashing may be done with an ordi- 
nary machine, using all blank con- 
caves, and running the machine slow 
enough to avoid cracking the beans. 

Now, what is the value of this bean 
as a grain? The digestible nutrients 
are as follows: Protein, or  flesh- 
formers, 29.6; carbohydrates, 22.3; fat, 
14.4. Oil meal has protein, 28.8; car- 
bohydrates, 32.8; fat, 7.1. It will be 
seen, therefore, that soy beans are a 
much richer feed in flesh-formers, and 
by multiplying the fat by two and a 
quarter and adding the carbohydrates 
it will be seen that it is richer 1n fat- 
formers. 

Some Kansas genius will, when soy 
beans become generally grown in that 
state, press the oil out of them and 
sell it in lieu of peanut oil as a sub- 
stitute for olive oil and leave in the 
cake a residue better for balancing 
rations than the entire bean. Our 
readers must send for the bulletin in 
order to see a synopsis of the experl- 
ment with hogs at the Kansas Station 
and convince themselves that they 
need this bean in order to feed their 
corn and Kaffir to advantage. 

One further remark: For seed con- 
sult the seedsmen of the state. If 
any of our Kansas readers have a sur- 
plus of soy beans they would do well 
to advertise them in the Farmer in 
order that our Kansas and southern 
Nebraska readers may know where to 
them.

ABORTION IN CATTLE. 


Pursuant to our policy of placing 
before our readers every scrap of in- 
formation from a reliable source that 
bears upon the subject of abortion in 
eattle, we give below an = abstract 
drawn up by Professor Williams, of 
Edinburg, Scotland, at the request of 
a committee recently appointed by the 
Highland and Agricultural Society. 
Professor Williams, whom we happen 
to know personally, is regarded as one 


of the very best veterinary authorities | 


in the United Kingdom. The direc- 
tions are as follows: 
(1) Underground drains at farm 


steadings should be replaced by sur- 
face drains, and these should be kept 
clean; (2) liquid manure should be 
kept some distance from wells and 
streams of water; (3) the floors of 
byres should be frequently flushed 
and kept clean, a little crude carbolic 
acid, say two ounces to bucketful, be- 
ing added to the water; (4) all aborted 
cows and those showing signs of abor- 
tion should be immediately isolated, 
the after-birth (generally retained by 
aborted cows) to be removed and de- 
stroyed; and (5) the calf-bed and 
passages of aborted cows should be dis- 
infected; and for this purpose, and 
for a continuance of this peration— 
applied externally as well as internally 
to the genitals—he recommended the 
commercial chloride of zinc, one part 
in 1,000 parts of water. It was less 
irritating, less poisonous, and much 
cheaper than other antiseptics or 
germicides. It cost from 6d. to 8d. 
per pound. The same committee re- 
ported that they had agreed to carry 
out experiments to test the quality of 
the milk of reacting tuberculous cows. 


ALSIKE CLOVER AND BROME 
GRASS FOR WET L&4ND. 


A subscriber, of Waterman, Illinois, 
writes: 

“I have about forty acres of low 
land subject to overflow, mostly muck,, 
and I would like to get same in grass 
if possible. I have been thinking of 
sowing alsike clover with a nurse 
crop. How about brome grass? Is 
there any grass suitable to such con- 
ditions?” 

We would not sow brome grass at 
all on that kind of land; it is a dry 
land grass, not wet. Alsike is the 
clover indicated, and we do not know 
of any other grasses that would be 
indicated except redtop and _ fowl 
meadow grass, but we have never suc- 
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ceeded in getting fowl meadow grass 
to grow, hence our correspondent is 
shut up to alsike and redtop. We 
would sow these as soon as possible 
with some kind of spring grain as a 
nurse crop, and mow this for hay, thus 
enabling the young grasses to become 
vigorous before the excessively hot 
weather of July and August. If we 
did not need to use the hay, we would 
pasture the nurse crop down unless 
the ground was so wet that it would 
poach from the tramping of cattle. 

In the management of this land. 
however, much depends on the char- 
acter of the overflow. If it is an over- 
flow from the sudden rise of the 
streams and runs off within twenty- 
four hours, and the land is reasonably 
well drained so that water does not 
stand on it when not overflowed, we 
see no reason why blue grass, timothy 
and the ordinary clovers might not ao 
well. It should be understood that no 
grass, whatever, will stand an over- 
flow that is continuous for some days. 
Alsike will do better than any other 
provided it is allowed to seed once. 
The continued overflow will kill out 
the growing stalks, but if seed re- 
mains in the land it will come up 
from the seed. 





FLAX AS A NURSE CROP. 


A correspondent, of Albert Lea, 


Minnesota, writes: 

“IT have sme thirty acres of slough 
land in spots on my farm that I have 
tiled out so that it is now dry land. 
I have broken it up and the old sod 
has disappeared; in fact, it is thor- 
oughly subdued, but it is of such a 
heavy, black, rich soil that it is not 
ad-pted to small grain, and it is not 
convenient to plant it to corn. I wish 
to make a permanent meadow of it by 
seeding it down to timothy and clover. 
I wish to use a nurse crop, but oats or 
bariey are sure to grow rank and lodge 
and so smother the young grass. Some 
have advised me to use flax, but as I 
have never known it to be used, I re- 
fer the question to you for decision.” 

In the latitude of Minnesota some 
farmers speak very favorably of flax 
as a nurse crop. We tested it in 
southern Iowa one year, comparing it 
acre tracts of different varieties 
of oats and spring wheat. We suc- 
ceeded in getting a much better stand 
of tame grass on the flax 


with

cause there was a very fine rain im- | 
mediately after sowing, but for some | 


reason the next spring our 
grasses disappeared on the flax acre, 
while we had a reasonably good stand 
on all the other acres sown to spring 
grain. We came to the _ conclusion 
that for some reason flax poisoned the 
land for young grasses. Of course it 
would not be just to draw a hard and 
fast conclusion from one experiment, 
but we would not in our latitude sow 
flax as a nurse crop. 
Conditions are different 
sota. If we had to allow

we would risk the flax, but if we could 
sow any kind of spring grain and cut 
it for hay by the first of July we 
would chance this rather than the flax. 
We would chance it any way were it 
not that a number of our correspond- 
ents in Minnesota speak favorably of 
flax as a nurse crop. 


SORGHUM FOR SOILING. 


4 correspondent, of Austin, Minne- 
sota, writes: 

“I have ordered some sorghum seed, 
intending to use it for soiling pur- 
poses as I am short of pasture this 
season. I see some object to the use 
of it, as it seems to be deadly in its 
effects on cattle. If you can give me 
any particulars regarding its use for 
cattle and hogs, your kindness will 
be appreciated.” 

If our correspondent will read care- 
fully the article by Mr. Brown en- 
titled “Soiling Cattle in Nebraska,” 
on page 344 of our issue of March 2d, 
he will get the latest up-to-date in- 
formation on this important subject. 
If we wished to soil cattle or hogs 
under Minnesota conditions, we would 
adopt perhaps a _ slightly different 
method, and as other Minnesota read- 
ers may have the same end in view 
we indicate it for them. 

First. sow a bushel of Canada peas 
and plow them under three inches 
deep. Sow on this a mixture of bar- 
ley and oats and harrow. Second, 
plant on another piece “Pride of the 
North” corn as early as it will grow. 
Cultivate as usual and plant thick, not 
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too thick, say at the rate of a stalk 
every foot with a 3-foot 8-inch planter. 
On another plece, about the time of 
planting corn or a little before, we 
would sow a small amount of rape, 
and about the first of June we would 
sow sorghum at the rate of 100 pounds 
per acre, or on very rich land 125. 
After we fed off the oats and peas, 
we would sow this land to rape for 
fall use. This will give our corre- 
spondent all the feed he wants. He 
should proportion his acreage, of 
course, to the number of cattle which 
he intends to feed in this way. 

We hear no complaints of sorghum 
except from the second growth which 
Starts up after cutting. This does 
seem to be dangerous in certain sec- 
tions of Kansas and Nebraska, but 
just why it is no man has ever yet 
been able to discover. There is 
scarcely any limit to the amount of 
feed that can be grown where farm- 
ers can stand the labor and cost of 
soiling.

“T had fourteen and a half acres of 
corn cut with a harvester and run 
through a corn cutter and husker, and 


am very much pleased with the feed, 
but the corn is rather light in weight 
because cut too early. Whicn 1s the 
most profitable for cattle, field or 
sweet corn, and how would you plant 
either case? The time has come 
when we must make our feed of corn- 
stalks.” 
Answering the last first, we believe 
that the average farmer will get more 


food value from the ordinary field 
corn as large as will mature in his 
latitude. We believes it should be 


planted as thick as it is safe to plant 
in his longitude. A detailed se- 
ries of experiments conducted at the 
Illinois Agricultural College come 
ago shows that where rainfall} 
is abundant and certain, there is but 
little difference in the actua!t yield 
of grain from very thick or moderate- 
ly thin planting; in other that 
corn planted two stalks or two and a 
half to hill will not yield an» 
more than corn planted three and a 
half, or four, but that the: total yteld 
of food value is much greater with 
the thick than with*the thin planting.

Where would 
be the best place to buy now?” 


We wish we could answer these goat 
questions that come to us about every 
mail, and if any of our readers have 
goats to sell they wiil put us under 
double obligations if they will advei- 
tise them. Everybody that has brush 
land now seems to want goats. 

Answering our correspondent’s 
question, we would say that if he can 
get goats at any decent price, it is 
cheaper to goat down the brush than 
to grub it out, but it will take two 
years’ time. Goats require a better 
fence than sheep. The fence that will 
turn a goat will turn a sheep, but the 
fence that will turn a sheep will not 
always turn a goat. A woven wire 
fence, or a fence of nine or ten barb- 
ed wires, well made, will turn a goat. 
A rail fence furnishes them simply a 
good place to play “hide and seek” 
on. As to whether it is profitable tu 
buy males or females, that will depend 
altogether on the price of each. The 
best place to buy now is wherever you 
can find goats. 


HOW MUCH LONGER MUST WE 
PAY STAMP WAR TAX? 


A Marshall county, Iowa, subscriber 
writes: 

“Ts it not time that the sentiment 
of the farmers of Iowa shall find ex- 
pression concerning the stamp taxes’ 
All parties in congress united in the 
enactment of the “Act to provide ways 
and means to meet war expenditures” 
and a patriotic people have willingly 
paid the taxes even after the war end- 
ed. But that fact does not prove thar 
the people desire or will submit to the 
stamp tax system without protest 
when the conditions no longer require 


the revenue thus obtained. It Is an 
odious and un-American method of 
texation. Why is it that we are told 
that the repeal will not be enter- 
tained by the appropriate committee 
of congress at this session. It is 


stated that the surplus revenue of the 
government amounted in January to 
$8,800,000 and in February to $7,900,- 
000. and that the average monthly 
surplus since July Ist, the beginning 
of the fiscal year, has been $180,000 
per day. Let us know which way we 
are to look for relief from the stamp 
taxes, or must we “lick” the stamp 
vet longer to find out whom to “lick” 
that we may find relief?” 

The congressman, of course. He is 
the fellow that put on the taxes. and 
he is the only one who can take them 
off. The facts in the situation are 
these: Last year, that Is the year 
ending June 30, 1899, there was a de- 
ficit of $90,000,000. In the nine months 
of the present year. the receipts from

The thing 
that scares congessmen, however, and 


makes them afraid that there is a live 
wire in this proposed repeal is that the 
brewers have served notice that if any 





of these taxes are repealed, they will 
expect the tax on beer, amounting to 
more than $30,000,000, to be removed 
also. Our own expectation is that our 
correspondent will have to lick stamps 
until he is a good many years older. 
Congressmen like to have money to 
spend and don’t want to run upagainst 
the brewers; hence they will talk 
about public improvements, about 
building the Nicaraguan canal, and 
will not remove any part of. these 
taxes until they are licked into it, as 
they will be when the people rise up 
in their wrath and say the tax on beer 
must remain and the tax on stamps 
must go. This would be the wise, 
statesman-like thing to do, and con- 
gressmen who have real courage and 
any reasonable amount of statesman- 
ship will favor it. 


A correspondent of Avoca, Nebras- 
ka, writes: 

“When disking blue grass, about 
how much do you tear up the sod and 
how many times do you disk it? I 
disked mine once last year and the 
blue grass is as thick as ever again 
this year. I notice that the blue grass 
pastures through this country grow 
quite thick to ragweed. Should it be 
mown? If so, at what time?” 

Of course the blue grass is as thick 
as ever, for one object in disking is to 
prevent it becoming sod bound and 
hence stunted in growth, but when 
disking always sow clover. This will 
do much to prevent sod binding and 
keep down ragweeds, as well as about 
double the feed per acre. Mow rag- 
weeds just when they begin to bloom. 


SEED CORN IN DIFFERENT LATI- 
TUDES. 
A Linn county, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: 
“Will seed corn from southern Iowa 


mature here as early as the corn 
grown in this latitude?” 

That depends on the variety. Corn 
adapts itself naturally in course of 
time to the latitude in which it 1s 
grown. Latitude, however, is not the 


only thing that Some soils 
in a southern exposure are naturally 
warmer than others, either by reason 
of a southern exposure or a more 
sandy soil. Generally speaking, the 
lands in southern Iowa have a longer 
corn growing period than central and 
still more northern lIowa, and we 
would not expect a corn that will bare- 
ly mature in southern Iowa to mature 
in central Iowa on the same kind of 
soil under the same conditions. The 
best thing to do is to write to your 
seedsman and ask him to send you 
as large a variety of corn as will, in 
his judgment, safely mature in your 
soil and latitude. The best seedsmen 
give this matter a good deal of atten- 
tion and can frequently give our read- 
advice on that point that is well 
worth taking

VARIETIES OF SORGHUM. 


We would like to drop a word to our 
readers who are growing sorghum for 
forage this year in the latitude of 
Des Moines and north. Get the earli- 
est variety that you can buy. There 
may be better varieties than the Early 
Amber, but we do not know of them. 
Why do we give this advice? It is 
essential to success ingrowing sorghum 
that you have a variety that will ripen 
in your latitude. Unripe sorghum is 
poor truck, and the man who cuts it 
in this state will be disappointed and 
conclude that the sorghum business is 
a fraud. To feed out satisfactorily, 
sorghum must be ripe when cut. You 
can not cure green sorghum or, in fact, 
any other kind. Sorghum is not in- 
tended to be cured as hay. Let it get 
ripe under any circumstances. This 
being the case, it is foolish to sow 
anything in the latitude here spoken 


of except the early varieties. In any 
latitude sow a variety that will ripen 
before frost. Get northern-grown 
seed whenever you can. There are 


thirty or forty varieties of sorghum, 
and in ten years from now there will 
be twice aS many, because since it has 
left its South African home it has been 
adapting itself to new conditions. In 
a short time each state will have 
varieties of sorghum, home-grown, 
that are adapted to its peculiar soil 
and circumstances. Sorghum will 
adapt itself and develop varieties just 
as corn has done

GAIN ON PASTURE. 


7A Henry county, Illinois, 
pondent writes: 


‘I can rent eighty acres of biue 
Zlias pasture one mile distant from 


corres- 


my ijarm fo; $3.00 per acre. It will 
support fifty or fifty-five head of 
stock without over-stocking. Would 


you advise me to let it severely alone, 
or rent it and buy a cay or so of good 
yearling steers at present high prices, 
or should I buy stock calves, or what? 
My own farm is well stocked with 
hogs and cattle with no pasture to 
spare, but next fall I will have plenty 
of corn fodder, sheaf oats, corn, 
straw, and hay to finish. What could 
I reasonably expect an animal to gain 
on pasture from the 10th day of May 
to the 1st day of November?” 

The gain would depend on several 
things, some of which are under the 
control of the buyer and some are not, 
They are the season, whether wet, 
drouthy, or average, the extent of the 
scourge of flies which he may expect 
to some degree in July and August, 
the quality of the cattle that are put 
on the pasture, and the condition in 
which they are introduced to the pas- 
ture the 10th day of May. 

‘Lhe first two are beyond human 
control; the last two may possibly be 
within control. We would buy only 
good cattle; that is, cattle of good 
quality, well bred, and well developed 
thus far, and pay the extra price. We 
would not buy cattle even of this kind 
that have had a full feed of corn dur- 
ing the last winter. Neither would 
we want to buy cattle of any quality 
that have been starved to the point 
where the digestive system is impair- 
ed. Jt is very bad p2iicy to take ecat- 
tle from a full feed, or even a very 
liberal feed of corn and put them in 
grass without corn. Cattle of the 
same quality nearly skin and ones, 
will in all probability make more 
gains than these. This is something 
which almost every farmer has to 
learn by exverience or by paying fool 
tax. Cattle of thjs quality and condi- 
tion of flesh should gain at least 200 
pounds, and with a favorable season 
will gain 300, from the 10th of May 
to the 1st of November. They have 
been known to gain 400 pounds, but 
this is unusual. Our correspondent by 
ascertaining the weight and price per 
pound at which he can buy these cat- 
tle and adding to it the cost of the 
pasture will find the expense, and by 
adding 250 pounds to the weignt and 
dividing the weight into the cost will 
know about the price per pound hecan 
reasonaly expect to get for feeders in 
this way and judge as to whether it fs 
better to dothis or take his chances on 
cattle to consume his grain on the 
home eighty next winter. If he needs 
extra pasture we think we would buy. 

If this pasture was stocked with 
calves of like quality and condition 
With the yearlings mentioned, they 
would be in all probability greater 
profit than the yearlings. There is 
more risk, however, as to the main- 
tenance of prices, as the two years 
which would intevene between the 
buying and the marketing of these 
calves might, and probably will, re- 
sult in an increase of cattle or a de- 
creased demand. We believe the most 
important gain would be made by buy- 
ing well bred heifers due to calve in 
May and selling the whole out at cur- 
rent prices next fall. The heifer and 
calf in the last three years have been 
worth more than the steer and his 
gain. There is a time coming, how- 
ever, when the conditions may be re- 
versed. 

We give considerable space to this 
inquiry, not to answer our correspond- 
ent’s questions, which have been 
answered privately, but to set farmers 
to thinking on the important ques- 
tions whieh are involved, besides the 
gain on cattle on grass, the profit In 
grazing cattle of the different ages, 
and the importance of grazing only 
the best cattle that can be obtained 
at any reasonable price. 

THE VALUE OF MAST. 

A correspondent elsewhere wishes 
to know whether it will pay to fence 
up a piece of land for the sake of the 
mast. He has had no experience. 

If the tract was large we would 
think favorably of the proposition; if 
small, it would hardly be worth the 
bother. Much of course will depend 
on the kind of mast and the abund- 
ance of it.

GRACE FOR THE HEATHEN. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for April 22, 1900.—Luke 7:1-10.) 

There was in the thriving and popu- 
lous city of Capernaum a_ building 
known ag the synagogue, probably the 
only one in the city. and, therefore, in 
all probability the magnificent syna- 
gogue of which the remains have been 
recently unearthed on the site of the 
old town. It was the gift to the city 
of the centurion or captain of the 
Roman cohort station by Herod at 
Capernaum. The elders of this syna- 
gogue, who would, therefore, be the 
magistrates of the city, met Jesus in 
a body on his return from the mount 
of beatitudes where he delivered the 
Sermon on the Mount, or perhaps on 
his return from some other journey, 
with a very strange request, indeed. 
This Roman officer had a servant dea: 
to him, in itself a very strange thing 
when servants were considered prop 
erty. This servant had been taken 
down with some disease which in 
volved paralysis and threatened im- 
mediate death. These Jewish elders 
and magistrates besought Jesus in 
stantly that he would go with them 
at once to the Roman garrison and 
heal the servant of the captain, urging 
as a justification for this (to them 
unusual) proceeding that he was a 
worthy man, for heathen as he was, 
“he loveth our nation and hath built 
us (not a synagogue) but the syna- 
gogue.” Jesus ever responsive to an 
appeal for help for the suffering said 
at once: “I will come and heal him” 
(Matthew 8:7). When the centurion 
heard of his approach, and when they 
were not far from the Roman quarters, 
he sent his servants saying, “Lord, 
trouble not thyself; for I am _ not 
worthy of that thou shouldst enter 
under my roof. Neither thought I 
myself worthy to come unto. thee, 
but say in a word, and my servant 
shall be healed.” As appears from 
Matthew 8:13. he subsequently came 
himself with the same message, at 
which Jesus greatly marvelled and 
said: “I have not found so great faith, 
no, not in Israel,”’ and then address- 
ing the company, exclaimed: ‘Many 
shall come from the east and west, 
and shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac and Jacob in the kingdom of 
heaven. But the children of the king- 
dom shall be cast into outer darkness; 
there shall be weaping and guashing 
of teeth.” 

All this is very strange, indeed, and 
as this is the first time grace was 
extended to the heathen, it is import- 
ant to us to get a view of Jesus from 
the standpoint of the well bred and 
highly educated Roman officer of whom 
so many in subsequent gospel history 
become converts to the new religion. 
At this time, as all history tells us, 
Rome had lost faith in her gods and 
was sinking, as all nations do when 
they lose faith in a higher power, into 
debauchery and the most degrading 
superstition. When a nation loses 
faith in a supreme power that stands 
for justice and righteousness, call that 
power by what name you will. it be- 
gins to decay and nothing but a re- 
vival of the faith can save it. The 
centurion was too intelligent to  be- 
lieve in the gods of Rome. He had 
doubtless in his duty to the emperor 
visited many lands and studied many 
religions. There was something in the 
Jewish worship, notwithstanding the 
exclusiveness and pride of the individ- 
ual Jew, that commended itself to his 
highest intelligence. He had, no doubt, 
often visited Jerusalem and knew 
something of the sacrifice and cleans- 
ing by the law of Moses and could see 
underneath it all a germ of truth and 
a spirit which warmed his heart to- 
ward the people who feared and des- 
pised him as a symbol and instrument 
of the bondage of their country. We 
may well assume that he knew the 
rabbis and their teachings, and when 
the young rabbi Jesus made his home 
at Capernaum he would be a deeply in- 
terested observer of his teachings and 
his life. As a Roman officer charged 
with keeping the peace of the city, it 
was his duty to know everything of 
importance that was going on. The 
healing of the daughter of one of the 
magistrates, Jarius, the healing of 
the demoniac person, and of Peter’s 
mother-in-law, had no doubt been 
thoroughly studied by this educated 
heathen and must have made a deep 
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impression on his mind. No less must 
he have been impressed with the per- 
sonal bearing of the new rabbi, his 
uniform kindness, his deep sympathy 
with the afflicted, his wonderful self- 
command and repose of manner, his 
keen insight into the words and 
thoughts of men. his infallible judg- 
ment of human nature, and his utter 
want of conventionalism, and when, 
therefore, a servant to whom he was 
greatly attached lay dying and suffer- 
ing great agony, what more natural 
thing than that he should seek the 
help of the new teacher and healer? 
How to approach him was the first 
question to be considered. He knew 
that the Jew regarded all heathen as 
outcasts having no claim whatever on 
the mercy of God. He knew that they 
believed that there was a time com- 
ing when the great feast should be 
made at which all Jews should sit 
down while the heathen would be shut 
out in outer darkness where there 
was weaping and wailing and gnash- 
ing of teach. He had never spoken to 
Jesus and did not know how he would 
view such a request. He undoubtedly 
knew Jarius who knew Jesus. as 
doubtless did all the elders, for they 
had in months past frequently in- 
vited him to preach in the synagogue 
on Sabbath.and had been witnesses of 
his cures. He, therefore, goes to them 
they could not go to him for his 
house was regarded as unclean, the 
threshold of which no Jew might 
cross— and suggests, as we would say, 
that they should take the matter up 
and, if in their judgment it was 
thought best, submit it to the Master. 
They had received so many favors 
from his hands that, Roman officer as 
he was. they gladly consented to do so. 
Hearing of their success and that 
the Master was coming with tnem, the 
thought occurs to him that his house 
Was unclean and that he ought not to 
ask a Jew to enter, but sends his ser- 
vants to say so, and it would seem 
from Matthew's account that after- 
wards he came himself. He had such 
profound faith in the power of the 
Master that he thought a _ personal 
visit was entirely unnecessary. He 
thought to himseif, I am a servant of 
the emporer; I do his bidding without 
question; I have servants under me 
and with them my word is law. This 
man has power over disease, over the 
winds and waves,over evil spIrits, over 
death itself; he has often healed by 
uttering the word. His power is as 
absolute in all this as the power of 
the emperor over me or my power 
over my servants. And Jesus, we are 
told. marvelled at all this and sala: 
“IT have not found so great faith, no, 
not in Israel,” (where faith was to 
be expected) as I have found in the 
heart of this heathen. And the strange 
thing is that this marvel is repeated 
in every age and almost every earnest 
minister of the gospel has had occa- 
sion to marvel as did the Master, for 
it is often found that those who are 
most receptive to the truth are not 
those who are most orthodox in the 
creed or regular in their attendance 
at public services, but among tnose 
who have for some reason or other 
not felt themselves at home in the 
church of God. We are all frequently 
surprised to learn the amount of genu- 
ine church religion that is found out- 
side of the pale of the churches ana 
marvel as Jesus did on this occasion. 
lor where the gospel does not save 
it hardens. Self-righteousness and 
other forms of selfishness often creep 
into the churches and instead of be- 
coming warm, cheerful homes. to 
which the chilled wanderers can come 
for spiritual warmth «nd fine comfort 
repel. As in the days of Christ, it is 
true “That many shall come from 
the east and west, and shall sit down 
with Abraham and Isaae and Jacob, 
in the kingdom of heaven,” while the 
children of the kingdom are liable to 
be cast out into utter darkness where 
there is weeping and wailing and 
anger of which the gnashing of the 
teeth is the natural expression. The 
immediate lesson is that God is no 
respector of persons; that, as the 
apostle said, “in every nation he that 
feareth him and worketh righteous- 
ness, is accepted with him,” or as the 
psalmist of old said: 
“The heirs of Gentile shores 
With Abraham’s children meet.” 
Having shown in a previous lesson 
that the kingdom of heaven is for the 
publican and sinner as well as the 
orthodox and believing Jew, Jesus in 
this lesson teaches that it reaches out 
to the heathen as well, a truth which 
Paul expressed: In Christ Jesus “there 
is neither Greek nor Jew, Barbarian, 
Scythian, bond nor free.” The re- 
ligion of Jesus is as broad as human- 
ity 





Protect the Swallows. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A little colony of swallows are com- 
ing from the South. This is no new 
country to them—they were here last 
year. If they and their nests have 
not been disturbed they will again 
carry on business at the same old 
stand. Otherwise they will leave the 
old home. In this case if you have 
barns, the eaves of which offer pro- 
tection and shelter, they may _ stop 
with you. If so, they will quickly 
begin their work of building under 
the eaves of your barns and in a few 
weeks curiously wrought mud nests 
are formed. Besides the mud nests 
under the eaves, the sides of your 
barns are plastered with excrement 
from the birds. Your first thought 
will be to tear the unsightly nests 
down and order the boys to shoot, 
stone and drive the birds from your 
premises. If you carry out this de- 
sign, the birds will probably leave you 
at once, never to return. But don’t 
do it. Better tell the boys to kill all 
the pigs because they root and up- 
turn the sod. Today in these prairie 
states a colony of swallows will bring 
more money into your neighborhood 
than all the hogs one man will raise, 
and they will do it without a cent of 
cost to any one. 

Their nests are up out of your way 
and the first dashing rain will clean 
the sides of your barns. These birds 
will never lose you a dollar but will 
help you line your pockets with gold. 
You can prove this yourself. Watch 
them feed; they never light except on 
the buildings about their nests. Their 
entire living is taken from the air as 
they fly. See them skim the waters 
of the creeks and ponds for the big, 
fat mosquitos, fattened from the blood 
of your stock. Watch them hovering 
over your herds of cattle during fly- 
time. They are catching the blood- 
sucking flies. For breakfast, dinner 
and supper whole meals are made of 
the little black flies that are red with 
blood from your eattle. Do not kill 
a bird to prove this. It has been done 
and is known to be true. If every 
man had to prove this for himself by 
killing a bird there would not be a 
swallow left in all the West. There 
are more men and boys than swal- 
lows. 

Now don’t think if a few swallows 
come to you this year that you will 
have no more flies. Figure a little. 
There are millions of flies and only a 
few dozens of swallows, and these few 
birds eat flies from a circuit six miles 
in diameter. They will do their ut- 
most, but don’t expect too much.

there are thousands of birds killed 
and their nests destroyed every year. 
Some of these nest destroyers declare 
the flies are harder on their cattle 
than cold winters and Western bliz- 
zards. More fat can be put on cattle 
the two worst winter months in Iowa 
than during the two worst fly months 
Steers on full feed have been known 
to shrink from the middle of July till 
September Ist. 

Before the small black filescame July 
and August were good months to put 
on fat. This being true, be kind to 
these fly-catchers—the swallows. Pro- 
tect them. See to it that the birds are 
not killed nor their nests destroyed. 
Raise thousands of these birds. If 
this is thoroughly done throughout 
the Western country, it will be but a 
few years until the flies that bother 
the cattle will disappear.

A Plea for the Hawk. 


To WALLACEs’ FARMER: 

In your issue of March 9th, in an 
article entitled “Encourage Birds,” I 
notice the following: ‘‘See to it that 
the older boy who may be permitted to 
hunt for recreation has sense and con- 
science enough not to point his gun 
at any kind of bird unless it be a 
hawk.” It seems to be the general 
impression tht hawks and owls are the 
enemies of mankind and should be de- 
stroyed whenever opportunity pre- 
sents. But any one who will take the 
trouble to investigate a little will 
readily see that they are of the greatest 
economical value to the agriculturist 
and it is high time that some strict 
measures were taken to prevent the 
wholesale destruction of these birds. 
Even within th® present decade a 
committee of the House of Commons 
appointed to investigate a plague of 
field mice in several counties of the 
British Isles, reported that it was 
chiefly due to the scarcity of hawks 
and owls, and recommended the pro- 
tection of birds of prey. The report 
of the Commissioners of Agriculture 
for the year 1887 gives some interest- 
ing statistics which throw some light 
on this subject. The stomachs of 1072 
hawks, owls and eagles of twenty- 
eight different species, collected over 
territory ranging from Nova Scotia to 
Florida and from New York to Texas 
and California, were examined for the 
purpose of determining their food 
habits. Of this number only fifty- 
seven, or less than six per cent Ccon- 
tained poultry, while 528 contained 
mice, 137 animals, 51 reptiles, and 259 
contained insects. Part of the con- 
tents were as follows: Frogs, toads, 
crawfish, snakes, and lizards were 
found in considerable numbers. Such 
insects as locusts, grasshoppers, 
beetles. grubs, crickets, potato bugs, 
spiders, squash bugs, earth worms, 
dragon flies, caterpillars, etc. were 
found in almost countless numbers, as 
high as eighty-one being found in 4 
single stomach. Among the mammals 
found, by far the greater part were 
mice, although numerous striped 
gophers, shrews, skunks, weasles, Ta 
bits, gophers, squirrels, moles, chip- 
munks, prairie dogs, cotton rats and 
even house rats were found.

made some dozen quite elaborate ex- 
periments, using various kinds of 
feeds, and summarizes the entire 


work as follows: 

1. It was found that with some ra- 
tions the gains on pigs couid be pro- 
duced as low as 2% cents per pound. 

2. In all the tests where properly 
compounded rations were used pork 
was produced at a profit when tie pigs 
were not allowed to become too old. 

3. The cost of producing a pound of 
pork increases with the age of a pig. 

4 The aim should be to produce 
from 150 to 200 pound pigs at six or 
seven months old for the greatest 
profits. 

5. Skim milk was found to have a 
feeding value for pigs equai to fully 
double the price charged at most of 
the creameries of the state. 


6. Separator skim-milk at % cent 
per gallon, and linseed and gluten 
meals at $15.00 per ton, have about 


the same value for balancing rations 
for pig feed. 

7. Cream, or “King” gluten mea: 
was found to be more economical for 
palancing ration for pigs than linseed 
meal. 

8. Ground fodder, such as the New 
Corn Product, was found to be a val- 
able addition to ration for pigs. 


9. Sweet potato strings, cow pea 
pasture and artichoke pasture, when 
properly used, produced pork econ- 


omically. 

The Nevada experiments were large- 
ly with a view to ascertaining the 
value of alfalfa hay as a pig food. The 
results of the experiments, as well as 
the opinions of hog raisers to whom 
lists of questions were sent, indicate 
alfalfa a very valuable feed for grow- 
ing and fattening pigs. Its use is rec- 
ommended gen@rally in conjunction 
with other foods. 


An interestil hybridizat.ou 
is reported at the Depaitment of Agri- 
culture. Egyptian cotton, a 
staple variety, is sought after by maii- 
ufacturers of lace and fine kinds of coi- 
ton goods and is also used mixing 
with silk.

However in 1894 the De- 
partment or Agriculture imported and 
distributed some seed of the Mitafifi 
variety, the kind most extensively 
grown in Egypt. The year following 
Mitafifi cotton was cross-pollinated 
With Myer’s Big Boll, a Texan variety, 
and seeds were selected from the best 
plants of the hybrid cotton have pro- 
duced a fiber almost like the Egyptian 
and in some respects is superior to the 
Egyptian. The bolls, although usually 
3-locked, are generally larger than 
those of the Mitafifi, and the plants 
are more prolific. The feature, too, 
of early maturity which has hereto- 
fore stood in the way of raising 
Egyptian cotton in the United States, 
has been secured in the hybrid plant. 
The Department will continue 1ts ex- 
beriments along this line with a view 
to saving an annual importation o1 
this cotton amounting in 1899 to near- 
ly $4,000,000. 


“The most promising means for the 
Successful production of Egyptian cot- 
ton in this country,” said Mr. Lyster 
H. Dewey, of the Department, who

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A New Way to Harrow. 


The illustration on this page shows 
how our correspondent Mr. L. A 
Green, Johnson county, Iowa, takes it 
easy on the harrow. The photograph 
was taken just before planting time 
last spring. The harrow, which takes 
fourteen feet, is usually drawn by three 
horses, but a fourth one is used when 
the riding cart is attached; the fourth 
horse does not show very plainly in 
the picture. The sections of the har- 
row are all attached to one cross bar, 
the cart being fastened to the center 
of the same bar. The whiffle trees of 
each team are attached direct to the 
cross bar, thus doing away with the 
long doubletree usually used when 
hitching four horses abreast.

pen to arrange themselves favorably 
for the feeder. This happens once in 
a few years so that feeders are at 
such times successful and are some- 
what encouraged. There is no use in 
expecting, however, to find a satisfac- 
tory and continuous margin of profit 
in feeding cattle as an industry apart 
by itself. It is just like trying to buy 
grain in the West for shipment to the 
East of Europe. No one alive could 
buy gtrain on any ordinary Western 
exchange, load it into cars, snip it 
East and sell it at a profit except on 
an advancing market. The same 
thing holds true of cattle feeding, and 
the remarkable steadiness and lack of 
fluctuation in the price of fat cattle 
brings the financial proposition of cat- 
tle feeding, considered alone and apart 
from anything else, to a sort of dead 
level. 

The truth of it is that there is no 
reason why the feeding of cattle should 
continue to be an industry apart from 
farming or some other industry, and 
for the most part it is already to some 
extent combined with farming or some 
other industry. The production of fat 
cattle ready to go into the food supply 
should be widely distributed through- 
out the farmers and it is largely the 
fault of the great mass of farmers that 
this is not so. I am certain that the 
breeding of a few cattle of high grade 
on every farm can be followed with- 
out loss, but for some reason farmers 





as far back as any one can remember 
of the necessity of farmers breeding 
good cattle on the farms, but for some 
reason farmers do not do it. 

My figures incline me to think that 
by the use of great skill and industry 
and with the aid of some farming and 
without any errors in the proposition 
showing too many cattle at one point, 
it is possible in a series of years to 
gain a little something beyond the 
cost of food and labor in feeding cat- 
tle, but I think from the nature of 
things that we cannot expect a large 
margin in it. I am greatly concerned 
in the solution of the problems in 
the industry of producing cattle for 
the food supply and believe that one 
of the most important points is to 
combine good breeding and feeding 
and avoid the cost of distribution of 
store cattle. From the appearance of 
things, however, this is not likely to 
take place very soon as we see the 
price of feeders right up to that of 
fat cattle on the market today. 

As a rule I think about $1.50 would 
be regarded as a necessary margin 
between cost price of feeders and a 
selling price. An examination of my 
tables will show the cost of feeding 
per hundred pounds, with a maximum 
figure of $2.72; besides this freight to 
market must be paid and added to the 
cost of feeding to make the difference 
between the cost of the feeders at the 
farm and cost at market. It is a very 
rare thing to see a wide margin be- 
tween the cost of feeders and the 





this tendency is certainly active at all 
times. Other potent causes affect the 
price of both feeders and fat cattle, 
and consequently the difference be- 
tween the two. With corn at 25 cents 
thin steers generally should not cost 
over 3% or 4 cents at a distance of, 
say 500 miles from Chicago, in order 
to get out even at 515 cents at the 
end of the feedin period. The cost 
of cattle per hundredweight is found 
by dividing the weight of cattle on 





the market into the sum of money 
originally paid for the cattle. (See | 
table.)

To WALLACEs’ FARMER: 

You want to know what I know 
about feeding cattle for profit. Breed 
nor color does not cut much figure, 


just so the steer has the shape. I 
find, when I ship my cattle to Chi- 
cago, that it is meat that they want 
to buy.

Food for Ewes in Lamb. 

An Iowa correspondent asks: 

“What would you advise 
ewes that are about to lamb?” 

lf a man has blue 
we do not know of anything better 
than letting them have the young 
grass and in audition give them a mix 
ture of oats and bran, keeping corn 
away from them now. This wili bring 
them in in good condition. 

As to forage, we would give clover 
hay it we had it, a scarce article, by 
the way, now, and if not, corn todder. 
We would not give timothy hay if we 
could help it, but would prefer giving 
oats straw and increasing the amount

pated, which they are apt to be on a 
timothy diet, we would add a very 
little oil meal. 


Formalin tor Smut and Scab. 


Some weeks ago we called the atten- 
tion of our readers to formalin as a 
method of preventing oats smut. Pro- 
fessor Goll, of the Wisconsin Station, 
has been experimenting with it and 
has issued the folowing press bulle- 
tin: 

‘The loss to farmers of Wisconsin 
due to smut in oats amounts to hun- 
dreds of thousands of doiiurs annu- 
aily; practically all this loss may be 
saved by treating the seed oats before 
planting, at a very slight cost. All 
that is necessary is to thoroughly sat- 
urate the seed oats with a solution 
made by adding one pound of formalin 
to 50 gallons of water. To use this 
remedy, place a layer of oats three or 


four inches thick on the barn fioor 
and sprinkle them with the formalin 
solution until they are entirely wet; 
then another layer may be placed on 
the first layer and sprinkled as be- 
fore, repeating the process until ali 
the seed oats have been sprinkled; 
then leave them in a pile for two 
hours, when they should be spread out 
thinly to dry. They should be siov- 
eled over once or twice a day until 
dry. If they are to be sown broad- 
cast, it will not be necessary to dry 
them. 


“Formalin may be purchased at any 
drug store, and costs from 60 to 75 
cents per pound. About one gallon of 
the solution is enough to sprinkle a 
bushel of oats, hence one pound of 
formalin is enough to treat fifty bush- 
els of seed oats. Formalin is not dan- 
gerous to use. The oats will not be 
likely to be injured by it, even if left 
in the piles somewhat longer than two 
hours. 

“The value of formalin as a prevent- 
ive of potato scab has been demon- 
“strated by several experiment stations. 
The treatment is easily applied, and 
gives in most cases a crop much freer 
from. scab than untreated seed, and in 
soil free from scab germs, the pre- 
vention is generally complete 

“Immerse the unsprouted seed 
tatoes before cutting, for two 


po- 
hours 








in a solution of one-half pound of 
formalin in fitteen gallons of water. 
If the tubers are deeply scabbed, ex- 
tend the time three or four hours. 
After treatment cut the tubers in the 
usual manner. The same _ solution 
may be used five or six times in suc- 
cession if the immersion is continued 
a little longer each time. 

“Do not use the potato solution for 
oat smut, as it is too strong; nor the 
oat solution for the potatoes, as it 1s 
too weak.” 

It will be too late by the time this 
reaches our readers to use it for oats, 
but it can be used for potatoes. Next 
year we propose to carry on a radical 
campaign against oats and wheat smut 
and potato scab. Our readers are los- 
ing in many cases ten per cent of their 
oats crop and do not know it, all of 
which could be saved by applying the 
preventive given above. 


Effect of the New Financial Law. 
We do not care to discuss the mer- 
financial legislation enacted 
Whether it 


its of the 
by the present congress. 
is right or wrong, wise or unwise, is 
no particular concern to the [farmer 
now. It is done and by the will of the 
majority of congress and of the Amer- 
ican people. The question, however, 
of how it will affect prices is one that 
does concern every man who has any- 
thing to buy or anything to sell, and 


he is a very wise man who can even 
approximately estimate its effects. We 
do not claim to be that wise man, but 
we think some things can be stated 
without presuming to be wise or ai- 
tempting the work of a prophet. 
First, it has already added, or will 
add in the next few days, $24,000,000 
to the bank circulation. This is abso- 
lutely certain. The law permits wa 
tional banks to use as currency 100 


per cent of their bond holdings, wheie- 
as under the previous law they could 
use only 90 per cent of the par value. 
It need not be said that the banks 
will issue this additional amount of 
currency at once, or as fasi the 
government can print the bank vials. 


This, in fact, has already been done, 
so that we have about $24,000,000 
more of circulation than we had before 


and to this extent the currency is In- 
tlated. 
There are thousands of natianal 


banks which have heretofore invested 


in bonds only to the amount ,hat 
would be mecessary to secure the 
privileges of the national act. ‘Tiese 


invest far more large- 
issue circulation tothe 
full amount of the bonds. This will 
lead to a still greater inflation of the 
currency, the extent of which ho man 
an measure, and the more so because 
one-half of the tax on circulation is 
remitted under the present law. 

The law also permits banks to or- 
ganize with as low as $25,000 capital. 
A large number of private’ banks, 
state banks, and perhaps savings 
banks will avail themselves of this 
privilege. How many we do _ not 
know, but there are indications that 
the movement in this direction will 
be very large. There is a possibility 
of an inflation of $400,000,000, as the 
entire two per cent issue, which will 
amount to about $600,000,000, can pe 
used for that purpose and no doubt 
will be in time. Everything, there- 
fore, points to the rapid inflation of 
the currency under the new law. 
What effect will this have on prices? 
The money must be used in some way. 
It will first go into the banks, which, 
in view of the presidential election, 
always a disturbing factor, will at 
first be conservative and hold large 
reserves, but if there is no political 
movement that will shake public con- 
fidence it will finally be loaned out, 
thus making money plentier than it 
Las been, and creating a tendency to 
advance prices. 

When prices advance to a _ point 
much higher than the prices of like 
products in other countries, the United 
States becomes a good country to sell 
in and a poor country in which to 
buy. Imports increase, exports de- 
crease, and when this goes on for 
some time it is a good plan to take in 
sails and get ready for a storm. The 
world is all one now commercially 
and prices can not long remain in one 
country much higher than in another, 
and- when the balances are to be ad-

When gold begins to go out and keeps 
going for a considerable time, some- 
thing is going to happen and little 
boats should keep near shore.

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Clover Hay Worm. 


A correspondent from McBride, 


lowa, who neglects to sign his name 
and hence can not be answered pri- 
vatelv, as it is important that he 
should he writes: 

“T have noticed a worm in my hay, 


one of which I enclose. What is it, 
and should the hay be fed to stock? 
Will it have any effect on next year’s 
crop? Please give me any information 
you can.” 

The worm is the clover hay 
of which we have heretofore written 
and is fully described, together with 
its history and habits in ‘Clover 
Farming,” chapter XI, entitled ‘Satan 
in the Clover Field.” It will not da- 
mage the stock to feed the hay, but 
we would not feed it at all. The thing 
to do is to burn that hay. If it is an 
old stack bottom, set fire to it at once. 
If it is in the barn, haul it out, scat- 
tering the worms as little as possible, 
and burn it, then whitewash the barn 
as far up as the worms have crawled, 
and if any cocoons are about scrape 
them off and destroy them. If you do 
not do this you are likely to be troub- 
led from year to year, as the clover 
worm is one of the hardest pests to 
get rid of on the farm. Despite all 
your precautions, you will have some 
of them with you next year. 

If you stack your hay make a bot- 
tom for your stack a foot and a half 
off the ground and sprinkle the bot- 
tom layers quite freely with lime. The 
lime will not hurt your stock and it 
will prevent the work of the clover 


worm 


hay worm. The worms this year have 
done about all the harm they can. 
The trouble will be with next year’s 
crop. The worms wilf ieave the hay 
pretty soon, will spin cocoons, and 
from these will come the moths that 
will lay their eggs on the growing 
clover and in the stacks next yeal 
and will proceed by winter to eat up 
your hay or so thoroughly bind it to- 
gether with webs that the stock will 
not eat it if they can get anything 
better. 

As the worm affects the bottom of 
the stack or mow mostly, it would 
seem that a certain amount of mois- 
ture is necessary for their develop- 
ment.

The horn grows long, becomes soft 
sore, and lameness is the result rhe 
soreness may be between slaws or 
around top of hoof, and in some cases 
the hoof will drop off. Treatment fo: 
both forms is the same. Place ani 
mals affec.ed in dry quarters, sep 
arate well ones from the others, clean 
feet thoroughly, trim foot to natural 
proportions, and touch all ulcers and 
sores a few times with but‘er of anti- 
mony applied in small quantities with 
a swab. If wet pastures and muddy 
yards are avoided the disease will 
yield readily to treatment. 

A Sac county, lowa, reader wan s 
to know what is the best remedy for 
worms in hogs. 

Santonin is probably the best rem- 
edy for worms in pigs, but care 
should be taken in its administra 
tion. To a hog over 100 pounds in 
weight give from five to six grams of 
santonin in milk or slop once a day 
for two or three days, then stop and 
give oil or salts to empty bowels 
From half an ounce to an ounce of 
Epsom salts will answer. 

A Williams, lowa, reader writes: 

“My cattle are troubled with a dis- 
ease affecting the eye. It is now quite 
common here. No remedy has yet 
been found. A white film completely 
covers the eye and in the worst cases 
the eye becomes very much inflamed 
and appears to give great pain and in 
some cases causes blindness. Can you 
suggest a remedy?” 

It is probably specific ophalmia. 
Place those affected in dark stable, 
give from half to a pound of epsom 
salts to each in a quart of water. Aft- 
er this operates take a feather and 
wet the eyes once or twice a day with 
the following: Laudanum, half 
sunce; sulphate of zinc fifteen grains; 
witer two ounces; mix well. 


Shallow vs. Deep Plowing. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A few days ago while talking with a 
neighbor among other things talked 
about was plowing, and the depth to 
do it to obtain the best results. His 
idea was that four or five inches Was 


deep enough to plow stalk ground 
when preparing it for corn. His 
main reasons were that in shallow 


plowing the corn roots would have a 
better chance to get a hold in the 
solid ground so that it would stand 
up better and then he thought tie 
shallow plowing was a better drouth 


resister in case of a dry season. Now 
while it has been practically demon- 


strated that corn roots grow down in 
the ground more than forty inches, 
there is no doubt but that they will 
get a hold in the solid ground re- 
gardless of the depth of the furrow, 
and if from any cause the corn roots 
give away and let the corn down, it 
will be found that the giving away 
point in the roots is above the bot- 
tom of the furrow. Another argu- 
ment in favor of the shallow plowing 
is the saving of horse strength. This 
and many other reasons tend to get 
the bottom of the furrow nearer the 
surface than it is wanted. Of course 
we all have seen a field that was 
plowed shallow respond well with a 
crop. Land that is in a good state of 








fertility and has been plowed deep a ' 


time or two will with favorable cli- 
matic conditions raise a good crop 
with most any kind of plowing. I saw 
a stalk field planted to corn harrowed 
once and cultivated twice raise a fair 
crop of corn, in fact it paid well for 


the labor spent on it, but think more ! 


labor spent on the field would 
been profitable. 

While the deep plowing has a chance 
to put rubbish and wred seed down out 
of the way of the coming crop and, 
if well harrowed at the proper time, it 
will stand the drouth better than the 
shallow plowing. I observe that the 
deep plowing is more apt to be better 
done. Any one admires a fie'd plowed 
nice and deep. While the hallow 
plowing is not so noticeable with the 
higher standard of agriculture, we 
readily admit that it takes more horse 
strength to plow deep, but it is poor 
busbandry that can’t afford horses

enough to do the work well. I tnink 
better advantage toward a crop than 
when I used four horses to draw a 
16-inch plow instead of three, making 
the furrow enough deeper so that the 
four horses worked about the same as 
the three did in the former case. 
Then the planter had a chance to do 
it; work in a good manner, the weeds 
were less and slower getting up, the 
cultivator drew easier and more sat- 
isfactory and the benefits of the deep 
plowing is not all spent on the first 
crop following it, whether the next 
crop is put in with the disc or plow 
the ground is in nice shape for it, 
and it does not take as much extra 
strength as one might suppose to keep

Disking Corn Stalk Ground.

During the past year the Depart- 
ment of Entomology of the Kansas 
Experiment Station made extensive 
trials of a number of horn-fly traps 
and repellent mixtures for the pur- 
pose of finding some means of fur- 
nishing protection to stock from the 
iorn-fly at a reasonable cost. In no 


cases were the fly-traps effective,» but 
with the mixtures more satisfactory 
sults were obtained. 

It is quite evident from the experi- 
ments that a large number of horn- 
fiv remedies are not as effective in this 
as they are claimed to be in 

For instance, fish-oil ceases 
to be a repellent here before two days 
have passed, while elsewhere it is 
said to repel for a longer period, from 
two to six days. The greatest objec- 
tion to the use of so many of the horn- 
fly remedies is that the resulting ben- 
efits are not proportionate to the cost.

In some cases the remedies were en- 
tirely useless. One of the best reme- 


dies on the market, in order to be 
reasonably effective, had to be applied 
every day, and in such large quanti- 


ties as to make a cost of twenty cents

Mere Serge Experience. 


I see you are discussing sorghum 
growing and making. I think the 
manufacture of syrup a good business 
for a painstaking, careful man. The 
outfit should be a strong two-horse 
mill, a large receiving pan, a sixteen 
feet Cook evaporator, and a finishing 


pan, of cast iron or heavy galvanized 
iron. There is no evaporator that will 
clarify the juice like a Cook pan. With 
this outfit no lime or chemicals are 
needed, as the setting, complete skim- 


ming and slow finishing will insure 
fine syrup from good cane. In erect- 


ing a mill arrange so the product will 
run from the mill to the finishing pan 


without help. The secret of making 
good sorghum is to get perfect skim 
ming, and no pan will do this except 


those made on the Cook method, 
whose patents have expired and now 
the pans are cheaply made in St. 
Louis. 

Give cane good cultivation for 
syrup. Make the soll very mellow, 
mark with marker, drop by hand and 
over with the foot to insure a good 
stand and quick germination.

Advantages of Early Hatching. 


If nothing else could be urged in 
favor of early hatching, the more 
rapid growth which the chicks make 


than the summer 
a sufficient reason 
for giving them an early start. No 
observing person of experience with 
chickens can have failed to note the 
slow growth which the chicks make 
during the hot weather of summer, 
and the sudden forward movement 
which takes place with the advent of 
of the cooler weather of autumn. The 
aim should be to get them as far away 


during the spring 
months would be 


as possible from the infantile ills of 
chickenhood before the hot weather 
arrives, and thus strengthen their re- 
sisting powers to the oppressing sum- 
mer influences. 

Half of the chicks which perish 
within six or eight weeks of the time 
that they are hatched owe their death 
to lice. If they are strong and healthy 
when eight weeks old they are out of 
danger from this foe if ordinary pre- 
cautions are taken to protect them 
from the pests. The lice commit their 
worst ravages after the hot weather 
has set in. They are not active dur- 
ing the cool months of spring. The 
chicks which come into the world 


after the first of June find a ravenous 
army of these pests waiting for them, 
and the utmost care on the part of the 


owner barely suffices to keep them in 
sufficient subjection to save the 
troubled lives of the broods from ex- 
tinction. Rapid healthful growth, 
such as is easily attainable in April 
ind May, is not possible. 

It is commonly believed by those 
without experience in such matters 
that warm, balmy weather is essen- 


tial to the well being of little chicks, 
and that they will not thrive until 
after the last lingering breath of win- 
ter has gone. No one would think of 
turing a brood out of doors when mit- 
tens and an overcoat could be worn 
with comfort while the keeper of the 
flocks was attending to i$ duties, but 
the chicks will show no Mgn of suffer- 
ing during very raw spring weather 
if kept in the dry and out of the wind.

Tried Recipes. 


To HEARTS AND Hubs. 

Some time ago a lady asked for a 
method of gathering butter. I have 
seen no suggestions so will offer mine. 
For each gallon of cream add 1% 
ounces of salt when the butter is the 
size of a pine-head or fine shot.

Make a well in the 
flour, put the ingredients in and take 
your time to mixing for that is the 
secret of good doughnuts. 

I would like to ask some of the read- 
ers of the Farmer how to prepare cu- 
cumber pickles so they will be sweet 
and solid like those you buy in the 
grocery store. They arq prepared 
with sugar and vinegar, but I do not 
understand the process. 

Well, I see that waste basket yawn- 
ing for this, so I will take my bonnet 
and go. PET. 

I have been very much interested in 
the Wallaces’ Farmer and more espe- 
cially with the Hearts and Homes 
department.

We have been taking the Wallaces’

some time I would write something 
for this department of the paper. 

Miss H. H. has asked for a good 
recipe for fried cakes and my sister 
told me “Now is the time to write,” 
as they think mine are good. Take 
one cup sugar, two eggs, a generous 
pinch of salt, two cups buttermilk, 
one teaspoonful soda, a little nutmeg 
anl three tablespoonsful hot lard. 
Break the eggs into the sugar and 
beat light; then add milk, soda and 
salt; stir in flour till it is the eon- 
sistency of cake dough, then add the 
lard. Handle the dough as soft as 
possible and fry quickly and your 
cakes will be nice and light. 

Another sister asked for Frosted 
Creams: One cup sugar, one cup lard, 
mix to a cream, add one cup New 
Orleans molasses, one cup cold water. 
one teaspoon soda and one tablespoon 
ginger; mix quite thin. Bake in drip- 
ping pans and cut with sharp knife 
when frosted. These will keep a 
long time if yo hide your jar. 

We have raised turkeys for a good 
many years and we think the best 
thing to feed the little ones is curd 
made of sour milk. Hard boiled eggs 
are good, too.

for frosted creams One cup sugar, 
one cup molasses, one cup melted lard 
and butter, one egg, one tablespoon 
ringer, three tablespoons water, one 
tablespoon soda, flour to mix soft. 
Tcing: Two cups sugar with water to 
dissolve, boil till it threads; do not 





stir while boiling. Pour over the 
beaten whites of two eggs, beat until 
stiff, then flour. 

Roll the dough as for cookies, but 
do not cut out, bake in a dripping 
pan, the dough cut square to just fill 
the pan. Put on the icing when you 
take it from the oven, and when cool 
cut into squares the size of frosted 
creams. Some bake it on the bottom 
of the pan turned upside down. It is 
casier to trim the edges that way.

A paper read at the Nashua Institute. 


It may have been because I was preju- 
diced, but when as a child I heard the 
following couplet: 

“Away out on the prairie where many 
children dwell, 

Who never read the Bible nor hear the 
Sabbath bell."’ 

What seemed to me a righteous indigna- 
tion aroused within me. I could not see 
why the Bible could not be read in the 
country as well as in the town. 

The instincts of childhood are oftentimes 
quite as correct as the insight of maturity, 
lor is it not a fact that there are more 
bibles in proportion to the population in the 
country than there ure in town; and as 
tur being out of hearing of the church 
bells is that so much worse than to hear 
but not to heed the summons? 

There is no doubt but that Dryden des- 
cribed a large class of farmers when he 
said 
“His corn and cattle were his only care, 
Aud his supreme delight a country fair.” 

But times have certainly changed some- 
what since Dryden wrote that, for one 
can seurcely take up* a newspaper nowa- 
days without reading of farmers’ insti- 
tutes which have been held here and 
there; of the large attendance and of the 
general interest which was manifested. 
what can this prove but that the interest 
in literary attainment is becoming more 
general, for whenever there is a meeting 
ty discuss matters of importance to the 
community the interest and influence goes 
on indetinitely; whence comes the demand 
for the newspaper for only comparatively 
few are able to attend these meetings. 
With the demand comes the supply and we 
find the supply almost too great, for now 
comes the question, *‘Which shall I choose.” 
With farm papers that is simplified some- 
what for the farmers in this state, for 
what farmer or farmer's wife who has 
had the privilege of reading Wallaces’ 
Farmer would be without it in the future? 

sume may question as to newspapers be- 
ing literature proper, but certainly a 
farmer ought to take a farm paper as 
much as a teacher ought to take an edu- 
cational paper, a lawyer a law paper or 
aun engineer a scientitic paper; but to stop 
there would be to get into a rut and ua 
farmer can realize, if anyone can, how one 
is obliged tv put one’s shoulder to the 
wheel to get out of a rut. And, us we 
can net read the papers of each particular 
trade or profession, we must have a gen- 
Cai hewspuper, 

With the coming of rural postal delivery 
there has been u great increase in the 
number of papers taken by farmers. The 
history of rural free delivery in this coun 
try, like that of many other public con- 
veniences now regarded’ as’ indispensible, 
is the history of an undertaking which at 
the very outset was strongly opposed, but 
whose usefulness and practicability were 
jeouily demonstrated after once tie 
project was given a fair trial. The oppo- 
sition came mostly from fourth-class post- 
puisters, Whose receipts have been | cut 
down, aud star route contractors whose 
services have been rendered supertiuous 
Since 1806 when forty-four routes were 
put in operation, the service has steadily 
grown till now there are nearly four hun 
dred distributing points. 

The educational and civilizing effect of 
rural free delivery can hardly be over- 
rated. The inerease in the amount of 
mutil handled by the carrier is the_ best 
possible evidence of the extent to which 
a daily service has stimulated letter writ- 
ing. Farmers not only write more letters 
than formerly, but write them more 
promptly. And if the art of letter writing 
could be revived in a degree it would cer- 
tuinly be a great gain. While the privi- 
lege of having a newspaper every day, 
together with the saving of time formerly 
spent in going to and from the post office, 
may very well mean, for many, the differ- 
ence between profit and loss from the 
year’s labor. But some would ask if this 
is of so much value I fear not if the 
following experienca which I heard a 
lady give is at all common. As she ex- 
pressed it, her husband sat on the fence 
(had they lived in town it would have 
been a dry goods box) an hour or two 
waiting for the daily paper to get the 
war news. And when it came there was 
little satisfaction in reading it for sv 
much space was taken up with an article 
that the next day would be pronounced 
unofficial. Was he serving his country, 
his family or himself any more or any 
better than he would have done by going 
about his work till a weekly or semi- 
weekly paper came with the news more 
condensed, to be sure, but certainly more 
reliable? 

Ruskin says, “The newspaper may be 
entirely proper at breakfast time, but 
assuredly it is not reading for all day.” 
Were we to take that literally, how many, 
think you, of the average farmers or farm- 
ers’ wives would be able to read the daily 
paper even if they could have them at 
six in the morning? Indeed, many women 
living on farms deem themselves fortunate 
if they have time to read the home de- 
partment in the farm papers, and there 
are few that do not contain such a de- 
partment. The department consists of 
many helpful suggestions which I am sure 
is appreciated by the men as. much as 
by the women for

Women have also found the Ladies’ Hon, 
Journal helpful and pleasant reading, and 
it would seem from the circulation it has 
that there would be few homes in the 
land where it could not be found. And 
surely at the present low prices of other 
good magazines there can be no excuse 
for not taking at least one. Unless it be 
because they do not care for them. 

As far as I have been able to discover, 
the average farm home contains as much 
and as good literature as the averag: 
town or city home. But it is not the on 
who reads the most who is most cultured 
A few books well chosen and read and 
re-read and marked so that one can turn 
readily to such passages as are helpful fo 
the time being, are of far more value than 
a large library in which there are many 
books with the leaves still uncut. 

We often hear people who live in little 
country towns exclaim over the isolation 
of farm life. To be so shut off from pe 
ple many days together, perhaps, not to 
see anyone outside of the family. But 
how little they know about it. In towns 
one cannot always choose their companions, 
and if they could, would they choose then 
wisely? But there never was a time when 
one could have such good society, the very 
best, with so little outlay. The farmer's 
wife may go to her book case and thi 
are poets, statesmen, scientists and 
mance, ready and waiting to devote all th: 
time she can spare in conversation with 
her. Do you think she will sit down and 
lament that she has no neighbor to run 
in and give in detail the latest gossip? 
I would not have you think I would do 
away with visiting with neighbors and 
friends altogether, or with women’s reading 
and study clubs. The men have their in 
stitutes and find them helpful to them 
to exchange ideas in their line of work or 
thought. 

It is noble work that Mrs. Wallace and 
the ladies who are assisting her are doing 
in organizing clubs among the farmers 
wives and daughters. May the time svon 
come when we will havg the ideal club 
When the men and women will meet to 
gether to study and discuss matters 
mutual interest. It would seem as if we 
were on the eve of that time when wi 
read of the National Parents’ Congress 
which is to be held in Des Moines in May. 
| would like to emphasize the importance 
of that congress, and I trust the citizens 
ot Iowa will appreciate the honor Des 
Moines has in putting forth the effort sh 
did to obtain the congress. The program 
is replete with good things. ‘The Child 
Saving Problem and its Many Attitudes” 
will occupy one session and will be treated 
by men and women who have given the 
subject earnest thought and study. And 
surely there can be no subject of 
interest to anyone, whether they be pat 
ents or not, than the welfare of the chil 
dren, for it is in their hands that the fu 
ture of the country lies.

Arborvita, Colorado Blue Spruce, Con- 
color, ete. Any advice you may give 
will be very gratefully received.

green which we prize and which we 
got for Blue Spruce, but we think it 
is not. If you can determine from 
the enclosed branch will you please 
tell us what it is? We think it is 
probably some kind of Cedar. 

“We would also like to ask if the 
European White Birch and European 
White Elm are hardy in Iowa, especi- 
ally so in Johnson county; also are 
they superior to our own native spe- 
cies? 


“We have planted cherry, apple and 
pear trees in the clay soil spoken of, 
afterward mulching with manure, and 
they are growing nicely. Russian 
fruit trees received from the College 
nursery two years ago are doing 
nicely, especially the plum trees.’’ 

I think you will have no difficulty in 
growing almost any kind of tree or 
shrub upon the clay soil in your lawn 
if you take the precaution to dig out 
large hole and partly fill in 
sods and well-worked up top- 
In the interests of a good lawn 
grass—it would, of course, 
be most satisfactory in the long run 
to dress the whole surface with three 
or four inches of good, fertile top- 
soil. It will be desirable also after 
planting the trees to prevent the en- 
croachments of blue, grass, either by 
mulching each tree heavily, or by cul- 
tivating a small circle about the base

Hints to Tree Planters.

compact or covered with blue grass. 
Even if plowed or spaded in the spring 
and cult:vated at intervals afterwards, 
a bit of ground almost surrounded by 
paths, roads, or a trampled yard will 
not retain much moisture during the 
dry times. The water that is in the 
subsoil is seldom stationary. It is 
generally moving up or down, and in 
dry weather the movement is toward 
the surface from whence it evaporates 
and is carried off by the air. A cover- 
ing of hay, straw, or loose earth will 
check the evaporation, hence under 
such conditions, cover with such. But 
a hard crust acts about like a wick in 
a lamp. The soil moisture goes up 
and through and out of it at a rapid 
rate. A blue grass sod is also a good 
“pump.” During a drouth the subsoil 
of a barnyard or a close-cropped pas- 
ture becomes very dry in comparison 
to a cultivated field. Now if in addi- 
tion to the surface conditions men- 
tioned above, the ground is penetrated 
by the roots of old trees, almost all 
the available moisture in the ground 
to a depth of several yards must be 
appropriated by them. Is it any won- 
der that a little, short-rooted maple 
grove fails to thrive? It is unreason- 
able to expect a little mulching or an 
occasional stirring of the surface for a 
foot or two around the tree to be of 
much benefit during a drouth when 
the earth for yards around is dry and 
hard as a road. In the spring while 
showers are frequent any location will 
do, but it is the effect of the dry, hot 
weather of July and August which 
must be taken into consideration. For 
this reason north slopes or the north 
side of a grove is the best exposure 
for an orchard, severe winters notwith- 
standing. Trees should be planted in 
rows long enough and far enough 
apart to admit of the use of ordinary 
two-horse implements. Cultivation is 
the cheapest mulch. 

But in this matter 
are of little practical use. People who 
plant trees should know something of 
their requirements and study the con- 
ditions of soil and climate affecting 
them. Otherwise we shall continue to 
see carefiflly grown nursery shrubs set 
in hard, wind-swept yards. or little 
trees planted in the sod beneath the 
friendly shelter of bigger ones. This 
latter is an expensive way of trying 
to grow fruit, more expensive than

Keeping Cholera in Stock. 


A number of feeders complain that 
they have cholera right along every 
year and are almost despairing of ever 
being able to give their pigs a clean 
bill of health. May we not inquire if 
these men are not keeping cholera in 
stock; that is, keeping it en hand for 
each successive generation of pigs? 
Where a man loses from $500 to $1,000 
per year, as many farmers do, would 
it not be well for them to stop intro- 
ducing new hogs on the farm, clean 
out their yards and stables, nv matter 
how large, and then go to conslaer- 
able expense in disinfecting the yards’? 
Sprinkle the ground thoroughly with 
a strong disinfectant, say one-half 
carbolic acid and one-half sulphuric 
acid, diluted with forty times thelr 
weight of water. This mixture would 
have to be prepared with care, putting 
the carbolic acid into the sulphuric 
very gradually and keeping them at a 





safe distance, using only a wooden 
vessel, then adding this to the water 
(not the water to this) in the same 
slow and safe way, thus securing a 


very powerful disinfectant with which 


they can sprinkle all the yards. Then 
sprinkle everything over with fresh 
slacked lime. This, we think, will 
dispose effectively, especially where 


light is abundant, of the germs of hog 


cholera and save the enormous loss 
which many cattle feeders are now 
suffering.

Cement Floors.
